Allowable Subject Matter 

This Office Action is in response to applicant's communication of 5/5/2008. Currently 

amended claims 1-3, 5-12, 14-20, and 22-26 are pending and in condition for allowance. 


Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims in this application have been allowed because the prior art of record fails to 
disclose either singly or in combination the claimed apparatus of with a holder, extension, sleeve, 
and a double ended needle mated to the extension and the base positioned in the sleeve and the 
sheath matingly fits to the sleeve to establish an environment which seals the needle of the 
double ended needle that extends away from the holder from bacteria intrusion. 

The closest prior art is NEWBY et al. (U.S. Patent 6,298,541), but fails to disclose the 
claimed combination where the double ended needle base mated to the extention and positioned 
within the sleeve and the sleeve and sheath establish an environment which seals the needle from 
bacteria intrusion.
